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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Double PatentingThe nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so 
as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" 
granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In 
re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 
F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 
USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, 
In re Thorington, 41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .1 30(b).

2. Claims 1 -1 3, 1 5-20, 22-28 and 30-34 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 
5-13, 15-21 and 23-27 of U.S. Patent No. 6,770,716. Although the conflicting claims are 
not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because a metallic salt in 
claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-21 and 23-27 of Patent 6,770,716 is readable in a metal 
carboxylate wherein a metal is selected from the group consisting of Groups IA and IIA 
in the amended present claims. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to select a metal salt consisting of calcium and/or potassium of Groups IA and 
IIA in the broad range of metal salt in claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-21 and 23-27 of Patent 
6,770,716 since any metallic salt (=metal salt) in the cited claims of Patent 6,770,716 
works within the same expectation to accelerate the rate of polymerization as compared 
with an otherwise identical method absent the accelerator, and, thereby, obtain the 



claimed requirement. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 14, 21 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 14 recites the limitation "iron, cobalt, zinc and copper, and combinations of 
metal salts of these metals " in line 3". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim 14. Claim 14 is depending on claim 12. The amended Claim 12 
excludes iron, cobalt, zinc and copper. 

5. Claims 21 and 29 have the same insufficient antecedent basis for the limitation of 
the metal carboxylate wherein a metal is selected from iron, cobalt, zinc and copper. 
See paragraph 4 above. 

The rejection of claims 1-34 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that 
of claims 1-27 of U.S. Patent 6,770,716 and the rejection under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Sosa et al U.S. Patent 6,770,716 are withdrawn in light of the 
present amendment wherein the metal in the metal carboxylate is selected from the 
group consisting of Groups IA and HA of the Periodic Table. In the disclosure in patent 
6,770,716 the metallic salt accelerators include preferably cobalt, copper and iron.
